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SELECTMEN'S  EEPOET. 


The  Selectmen,  in  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  the 
Town,  and  in  accordance  with  estabhshed  usage,  hereby 
respectfully  represent  to  the  Town,  to  some  extent,  what  has 
been  done  the  past  financial  year ;  and  also  submit  to  their 
consideration  some  suggestions  in  regard  to  the  future ;  also 
a  detailed  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
Town,  during  the  year  ending  January  31,  1857. 

On  the  first  day  of  February,  1856,  the  amount  in  the 
Town  Treasury  was  six  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
two  dollars  and  fifteen  cents.  During  the  financial  year,  the 
above  sum,  with  the  receipts  from  all  sources,  including 
money  hired  for  building  School  Houses,  is  $108,361  52. 
Total  amount  of  expenditures,  including  with  other  Town 
expenses,  building  School  Houses,  the  County  and  State 
taxes,  is  $102,291  61;  leaving  in  the  Treasury,  February  1, 
1857,  the  sum  of  $6,069  91. 

ALMS  HOUSE. 

The  number  of  inmates  on  the  first  of  February,  1856,  was 
18.  During  the  year  four  have  been  admitted,  four  have 
been  discharged,  one  has  died,  leaving  17  on  the  first  day  of 
February,   1857. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  many  transient  persons  have  been 
furnished  with  food  and  lodging,  and  sent  on  their  way  re- 
joicing. 

This  institution  remains  under  the  charge  of  the  same 
Superintendent  and  Matron,  who  fully  sustain  their  reputa- 


tion  for  providing  for  the  comfort  and  wants  of  the  inmates ; 
order  and  neatness  prevails  throughout  the  estabhshment. 
The  house  and  out  buildings  have  been  repaired,  drains  laid, 
and  fences  built,  which  has  considerably  increased  the  ex- 
pense of  the  establishment  the  past  year. 

By  reason  of  sickness  and  the  unusual  high  price  of 
provisions,  we  have  been  called  upon  by  many  persons  out 
of  the  alms  house  for  assistance,  and  through  your  liberality 
have  contributed  to  the  support  of  families,  that  probably 
woidd  otherwise  have  suffered. 

HIGHWAYS. 

The  repairs  of  highways  constitute  a  large  amount  of  the 
Town's  expense,  owing  in  some  measure  to  the  scarcity  of 
material  fit  for  grading  streets;  after  having  repaired  many 
of  the  roads  lasu  spring,  we  had  violent  rains,  which  washed 
and  gullied  the  roads  badly,  so  that  it  required  a  large 
expense  to  put  them  in  as  good  condition  as  they  were  before. 

At  a  Town  meeting  in  April  last,  the  purchasing  of  land 
of  Samuel  Downer  for  widening  the  road  at  the  corner  of 
Commercial  and  Pleasant  Streets,  was  committed  to  the 
undersigned ;  we  therefore  purchased  the  land.  Mr.  Downer 
afterwards  proposed  to  give  some  land  on  Commercial  Street 
for  extending  said  widening,  provided  the  Town  would  pay 
for  resetting  the  wall — considering  it  a  public  benefit,  we 
consented  to  his  proposals.  The  cost  of  land  and  resetting 
the  wall,  was  %277  50.  The  gravel  removed  in  making 
said  widening,  was  used  in  filling  up  a  ravine  on  High  Street, 
and  is  charged  in  the  highway  work. 

That  part  of  Adams  Street,  front  of  Dr.  Harwood's  resi- 
dence was  quite  narrow — as  the  Doctor  was  making  some 
permanent  improvements  on  his  land,  we  deemed  it  a  favor- 
able oportunity  to  widen  and  otherwise  improve  the  road  at 
that  place ;  we  therefore  purchased  some  land  of  him  for 
which  we  paid  $170.     The  expense  of  widening,  lowering 


and  grading  the  hill  (which  has  made  its  ascent  much  easier) 
was  $150  We  have  also  caused  a  widening  of  Adams  Street 
against  a  portion  of  the  lands  of  Henry  Pierce  and  E.  J.  Baker 
and  others,  by  paying  for  moving  the  wall. 

During  the  past  year,  Dorchester  Avenue  E^ailroad  Co. 
have  commenced  grading  the  Avenue — as  they  are  only 
obliged  to  grade  it  thirty  feet  wide,  the  Town  will  necessa- 
rily incur  a  large  expense  in  order  to  widen  the  grade  suf- 
ficient to  accommodate  the  public  travel;  within  the  past 
year,  T\^e  have  been  obliged  to  widen  and  repair  culverts, 
crossing  said  Avenue,  and  have  built  a  wall  in  the  hollow 
near  the  Lower  Mills,  side  of  the  Avenue. 

The  County  Commissioners  have  laid  out  a  new  road  from 
Dorchester  Upper  Mills,  to  a  point  on  Dedham  Turnpike, 
near  Taft's  Tavern,  in  West  Roxbury ;  it  will  be  necessary 
for  the  Town  to  raise  several  thousand  dollars  in  order  to 
meet  the  expense  of  building  their  part  of  said  road — in  con- 
formity to  the  instructions  of  said  Commissioners ;  they  have 
also  laid  out  the  Brush  Hill  Turnpike,  as  a  public  highway, 
which  will  require  considerable  outlay  to  put  it  in  good 
repair. 

Owing  to  difference  in  opinion  between  the  former  Board 
and  one  of  the  abutters,  the  amount  of  damages  in  widening 
Walnut  Street  was  not  adjusted ;  it  has  been  settled  by  refer- 
ence, and  we  have  paid  $166  01  in  full,  for  land  damages. 

By  the  liberality  of  some  of  the  citizens,  in  purchasing  land 
of  Lyman  Willard  to  the  amount  of  |46  25,  and  of  Edward 
Jenkins,  to  the  amount  of  $10  30,  the  corners  of  Park  Street 
where  it  crosses  Adams  Street  have  been  widened  and  im- 
proved, with  only  a  slight  expense  to  the  Town  for  fencing. 

Tenean  Bridge  was  considered  in  good  condition,  but  as 
John  Kane  was  driving  a  team,  over  it  he  broke  through,  and 
found  himself  in  deep  water,  unable  to  swim;  through  the 
exertions  of  another  he  was  rescued ;  as  the  Town  was 
liable  for  all  damages,  we  paid  him  $35,  in  full  for  injuries 
received. 


Boston  and  New  York  Central  Railroad. 

By  an  act  of  the  General  Court,  passed  March  29,  1856, 
the  County  Commissioners  were  authorized  to  construct  a 
bridge  over  said  railroad,  where  it  is  crossed  by  the  new 
Street  leading  from  the  Lower  Mills  to  Norfolk  Street,  which 
has  been  completed  by  said  Commissioners. 

The  Town  was  sued  by  Nathaniel  Vinal  and  Ruth  John- 
son for  damages — laid  at  $30,000,  to  themselves  and  their 
horse  and  chaise  by  the  cars  at  the  crossing  of  the  railroad 
on  Norfolk  Street — and  were  nonsuited. 

Should  the  cars  run  on  said  railroad,  it  will  unquestion- 
ably be  a  great  advantage  to  the  Town,  and  travelling  public. 

GRAVEL  LAND. 

Agreeably  to  instructions  from  the  Town,  we  have 
purchased  of  the  heirs  of  the  late  John  Preston,  2|  acres  of 
gravel  land,  at  a  cost  of  two  thousand  dollars,  and  paid  for 
it  from  money  raised  for  incidental  expenses. 

POLICE  AND  WATCHMEN. 

Beside  the  regular  Police,  there  have  been  employed,  as 
last  year,  six  men  as  Police  and  Night  Watch,  the  greater 
part  of  whom  have  given  evidence  of  faithfulness  to  their 
trust.  The  good  order,  morals  and  prosperity  of  the  Town 
are  promoted  by  employing  as  Police  and  Watchmen 
honest,  reliable,  and  energetic  men,  who  have  a  proper 
regard  to  the  enforcement  of  the  laws,  and  who  aim  to  pre- 
vent misery  and  crime,  rather  than  to  send  unfortunate 
offenders  to  the  House  of  Correction,  in  order  to  secure  a 
larger  fee  for  themselves. 

LOCK-UP. 

In  compliance  with  a  vote  of  the  Town,  we  have  pur- 
chased and  had  convej  ed  to  the  Town  a  lot  of  land  as  a 
site  for  a  Lock-up,  at  the  Lower  Mills  Village,  for  which 


we  paid  $225.  Upon  said  land  we  have  caused  to  be 
erected  and  furnished  a  Lock-up  or  Watch  House,  at  a  cost 
of  $935  58.  The  Town  of  Mihon,  by  their  Selectmen, 
have  paid  one  half  the  expense  of  building  and  furnishing 
said  Lock-up,  thereby  owning  one  half  said  building,  furni- 
ture and  fixtures,  but  have  no  interest  in  the  land  any 
longer  than  both  parties  agree  to  have  said  Watch  House 
stand  thereon ;  said  Selectmen  have  also  signed  an  Inden- 
ture with  us,  securing  equal  rights  to  both  Towns  to  use 
the  building  as  a  Watch  House,  but  for  no  other  purpose 
without  the  assent  of  both  parties.  Said  house  to  be  under 
the  control  of  the  Selectmen  of  said  Towns  for  the  time 
being,  who  are  to.  furnish  whatever  may  be  necessary  for 
the  same,  at  the  joint  expense  of  both  towns. 

HEARSE  HOUSES. 

We  found  that  the  Hearse  Houses  needed  considerable 
repair,  and  were  not  of  sufficient  size;  therefore  we  have 
caused  new  ones  to  be  erected  in  each  of  the  Cemeteries,  at 
an  expense  of  $360. 

The  Selectmen,  at  the  request  of  the  authorities  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  perambulated  the  boundaries  between  said 
city  and  Dorchester,  and  erected  new  monuments,  and 
have  caused  their  doings  to  be  properly  certified  and  re- 
corded. 

In  closing,  we  would  state  that  we  have  endeavored  to 
discharge  the  duties  conferred  upon  us,  in  a  judicious  and 
economical  manner,  and  would  thank  our  fellow  citizens 
for  the  kindness  and  encouragement  they  have  manifested 
to  us  in  the  discharge  of  those  duties.

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FIRE  DEPARTHENT. 

Report  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  to  the  Selectmen  of 

Dorchester. 

Gentlemen  :  I  herewith  present  the  Eighth  Annual  Report 
of  the  condition  of  the  Fire  Department  of  this  town,  with 
an  account  of  the  fires  and  alarms,  the  year  ending  January 
31,  IS 57  ]  also  the  amount  of  loss  and  insurance  as  far  as 
has  been  ascertained,  together  with  an  inventory  of  the 
property  of  the  town  in  charge  of  each  engine  company, 
May  ].,  1S56  ;  and  also  the  amount  of  expenditures  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Engineers  for  the  support  of  the 
Fire  Department. 

The  department  is  organized  as  follows  :

The  department  has  the  past  year  been  called  out  47 
times  by  alarms  of  fire;  13  times  by  fires  in  this  town,  22 
times  by  fires  out  of  town,  12  times  by  false  alarms,  for  va- 
rious causes. 

The  following  is  a  table  of  the  fires  and  alarms  ;  also  of 
the  owners  or  occupants  of  buildings  burned  ;  the  estimated 
loss  of  property  by  fire  in  this  town;  and  the  insurance 
thereon,  as  far  as  ascertained. 
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On  the  morning  of  January  iSth,  last,  the  Engine  House  of 
Protector  Co.  No.  2,  together  with  the  Engine  and.  Apparatus 
belonging  to  the  Town  of  Dorchester,  in  charge  of  that  com- 
pany, and  also  a  valuableamountof  property  belonging  to  the 
Co. was  destroyed  by  fire,  accidentally  caused,  it  is  believed, 
by  fire  left  in  a  stove  in  the  house,  the  company  having  been 
called  out  a  few  hours  previous,  by  an  alarm  of  fire  in  (Jam- 
bridge,  The  large  and  increasing  amount  of  property  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  locality,  in  danger  of  fire,  appears  to  the  Board 
of  Engineers,  to  require  that  another  engine  should  be  purchas- 
ed and  located  in  that  vicinity.  The  want  of  a  Hook  and  Lad- 
der Company  in  the  Fire  Department,  is  much  felt ;  and  an 
efibrt  will  be  made  to  collect  the  Hooks  and  Ladders  now  dis- 
tributed in  care  of  the  EngineCompanies,and  with  some  addi- 
tions, and  necessary  repairs  to  the  carriage,  it  is  hoped  that  a 
Company  may  be  obtained  to  take  charge  and  manage  them. 

The  several  Engines  and  Apparatus  of  the  Department  is 
in  good  order  and  ready  for  instant  use. 

The  expenditures  for  the  Fire  Department,  have  some- 
what exceeded  the  appropriation  made  by  the  town,  but  have 
been,  it  is  believed,  judiciously  and  necessarily  made. 

A  system  of  Fire  Alarms  has  been  adopted  by  the  Board, 
and  a  strict  compliance  by  the  several  Companies  thereto  re- 
quired, which  it  is  believed  will  put  a  stop  to  unnecessary 
alarms  for  fires  out  of  this  town,  and  the  many  false  alarms. 

The  amount  of  expenditures  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Engineers,  for  repairs  of  Engines,  houses,  new  hose, 
&c.,  &c.,  has  been  '$2,198  72. 

Total  expenditures  on  account  of  Fire  Department  the 
past  year,  |2,995  72. 

The  Foreman  and  Clerk  of  each  Engine  Company,  is  re- 
quired on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May  in  each  year,  to  make 
and  return  to  the  Chief  Engineer,  an  Inventory  of  all  the  prop- 
erty belonging  to  the  Town,  in  their  charge.
